It was ten- 
tatively agreed that the Barkley 
bill providing for abolition of the 
Railway Labor Board will not be 
enacted. 

In the House, Representative

The water should 
not come in contact with the roast. 

A shoulder of lamb may also be 
used for roasting. This may be 
served with a sauce made by hea*- 
ing a half cup of chopped sweet 
pickle of any sort with the gravy 
in the pan.
